Washington, October 29.—The 
government moved swiftly tonight 
to meet the nation-wide strike or- 
dered for Saturday. 

Refusal of the miners’ organiza- 
tion at Indianapolis to withdraw the 
order calling out half a million men 
brought instant announcement that 
drastic action would be taken to 
keep the mines in operation. 

As to those miners who go on 
strike and thereby curtail produc- 
tion the food and fuel control law 
with its recently added criminal 
penalties of fines and imprison- 
ment will be enforced without re- 
gard to persons. This attitude of 
the government, Attorney Géneral 
Palme? nade Clear, ddes not affect 
the right of workers to strike for 
redress of grievances in other cases 
where no violation of the law Is in- 
volved. * - 

Every resource of theigitivernment, 
in the words of Attorney General 
Palmer, will be used to prevent the 
“national disaster” certain to fol- 
low the stoppage of work. 


To Protect Workers. 


Adequate police protection, with 
troops as a last resort, if neces- 
sary, will be given those men de- 
siring to remain at work. Reports 
from government agents show thar 
a big part of the miners ordered to 
quit work want to stay on the fob.

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Miners Declare 
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All Treaty Amendmen 


LAST AMENDMENT 
FROM COMMITTEE 
LOSES IN SENATE 


Every: One of Forty-Six 
Changes Attached by 
Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee Has Now Gone 
to Discard. 


TWO MORE CHANGES 
ARE ALSO REJECTED 


Long Debate Expected, 
However, on Fight to 
Eliminate Labor Section 
From Pact — Reference 
to Deity in Preamble 
Tabled. 


Washington, October 29.—The 
forty-six amendments attached to 
the peace treaty by the foreign re- 
lations committee passed into hia- 
tory today when the .last survivor 
of the group,-& proposal by Senator 
Moses, -republican, N ampshire, 
to revise voting strength in the 
league of nations, was consigned 
to the discard in the senate by a 
vote of 47 to 36. 

As if gaining impetus by this 
accomplishment, the senate then 
upset two more proposed textual 
changes in the treaty brought in by 
individual senators. One of them, 
presented by Senator Sherman, re- 
publican, Illinois, and proposing to 
write into the treaty preamble a 
reference to the Deity, was laid on 
the table by a vote of 57 to The 
other, sponsored by Senator John- 
son, republicaff, California, as a 
new solution for voting inequality 
in the league, was killed outright 
by a count of 43*to 35. 

At adjournment, however, thegif- 
fort to hasten final action had 
brought up against an obstacle 
which seemed likely to prevent fur- 
ther progress for several days. To- 
morrow a determined group of 
senators will launch a fight to elim- 
inate the labor section of the 
treaty, opening a debate which, in 
view of unsettled labor conditions 
is expected by the

The battle is expected to be the 
more spirited because it is regarded 
as holding out whatever hope re- 
mains of writing any amendment 
into the treaty. 

Vote on Amendmehtts. 

Nine republicans joined the dem- 
ocrats in overthrowing the Moses 
amendment, which provided that 
none of the British dominions 
should vote in any league contro- 
versy directly affecting any one of 
them. Three democrats voted with 
the republicans supporting it. On 
the new Johnson amendment, pro- 
posed as a substitute for the one 
rejected last week, the line-up was 
exactly the same as on the Cali- 
fornia senator’s original proposal, 
the only changes in the actual rec- 
ord vote being due to absences and 
pairs. The Sherman amendment got 
only scattered sypport, most of the 
republican leaders helping the dem- 
ocrats to put it out of the way. 

As usual, the greater part of the 
day’s debate related to subjects 
aside from the matters directly un- 
der consideration. The labor section, 
although not before the senate at 
all, got the biggest share of atten:

Realm of Religion. 

For a while when Senator Sher- 
man’s amendment was considered 
the debate got into the realm of 
literature and religion, Mr. Sher- 
man declaring’ Voltaire would have 
rejoiced to see the collection of 
“Godless men” who gathered. at 
Versailles, and Senator Lodge, re- 
publican, Massachusetts, replying 
with Macbeth’s proclamation “I 


cannot say ‘God bliess us.’” It 
would be a_ travesty, said Mr. 
Lodge, to invoke divine blessing on 
such a treaty.

Otto L. BraumuHer managed the 
Atlanta music ste@re’ of his fathe™ 
Herman Braumuller, who died in 
1868. This business was established 
by the senior Braumuller, who 


moved here from Griffin in 1854, 
and it was Atlanta’s first music 
house. He conducted a successful 
business prior to and through the 
Civil war. 

When Herman Braumuller died 
he left only one child, Otto, who, 
after managing his father’s busi- 
ness here for several years, liqui- 
dated it and went to New York to 
enter the piano business there. 

“I am back to stay now,” said 
he yesterday. “My wife and I are 
making our home at the Georgian 
Terrace. Lots of things have hap- 
pened since I left Atlanta thirty- 
Six years ago, but during all of 
that time I have Kept in close touch 
with the home of my boyhood and 
young manhood and 1 am glad to get 
back to it. 

"Father and mother, and two chil- 
dren, who died ininfancy, are buried 
at Oakland, and some of these days 
I expect to be laid there for my 
final rest. It is a wonderfu) feel- 
ing to come home to stay, and I 
cannot realize that I have been 
away for so many years.”

Interests of Public 
Will Be Protected

Washington, October 29.—The 
position of the government in 
the impending coal strike was 
announced tonight, by Attorney 
General Palmer as follows: 

“There can be no doubt that 
the government has the power in 
the public interest, under the 
law, to deal with the projected 
strike of the bituminous coal 
miners, without infringing upon 
the recognized right of men in 
any line of industry to work 
when they please and quit work 
when they please. The illegali- 
ty of this strike can and will 
be established without in any 
way impairing the general right 
to strike, and the general right 
to strike isi not in issue in any 
sense whatever in the present 
situation. This is true because 
the circumstances differentiate 
this case from the case of any 
other strike that has ever taken 
place in the country. It does 
not follow that every strike is 
lawful merely because the right 
to strike Is recognized to exist. 
Every case must stand upon its 


own bottom and be governed by 
its own facts. Therefore. when 


| 


the president said in his state- 
ment last Saturday that ‘such 
a strike in such circumstances’ 
is not only unjustifiable, but 
unlawful, reference was had 
only to the conditions in the im- 
pending situation. 
Outside Pale of Law. 

“The proposed strike was ore 
dered in a manner, for a pur- 
pose and with a necessary ef- 
fect, which taken together put 
it outside the pale of the law. 
After the war began the produc- 
tion of fuel was regarded as one 
of the subjects of such peculiar 
public importance as to justify 
& special statutory enactment. 
The fuel administration was cre- 
ated to supervise the subject and 
matters of wages as well as 
prices were considered and sanc- 
tioned by the fuel administra- 
tion. 

“After the cessation of hostili-

Mrs. Julia Carlisle Withers, -plo- 
neer Atlantan, who was the first 
baby to be born in the city—when 
it was just a settlement, and called 
Terminus—died Wednesday after- 
noon at 5 o'clock at her home at 78 
Avon avenue. She leaves numerous 
friends who will always cherish 
their love for her, and who have 
known her as one of Atianta’s most 
prominent and admirable charac- 
ters. 

Mrs. Withers was born in August 
of 1842, when Atlanta represented 
nothing: more metropolitan than a 
beautiful expanse of meadow land. 
/On the spot where the Equitable 
building now stands was the spring 
'that furnished the water for Mrs. 
Withers’ home, which stood nearby. 
_Mrs. Withers attended school in the 
small frame structure that stood 
on the corner below the spot that 
now holds the Constitution building. 

Two Sisters Survive. 

She is survived by two 
Mrs. Sallie Hudson and Mrs. 
Pierce; two daughters, Mrs. 
Cherry, of Atlanta, and Mrs. A. B. 
Sanders, of Griffin; three sons, W. 
G., John B. and W. T. Withers; be- 
sides several grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren., 

The parents of Mrs. Withers were 
the first settlers of Atlanta; her 
father, Willis Carlisle, and her 
mother, Who was Miss Sara White, 
both of Marietta, having married in 
1841, moving immediately .to At- 
lanta upon the suggestion of Rev. 
Josiah Burke, who performed the 
ceremony 

Mrs. Withers” first Atlanta home 
was on Marietta street, and later 
her parents moved to what is now 
Edgewood avenue, their home be- 
ing on the site that faces the Equit- 
able building. * 

The reminiscences that Mrs. With- 
ers has often told her friends, of 
the early days in Atianta’s growth, 
when the city’s presemt size was 
nothing more than the prophesy of 
those that even then foresaw its 
great future, are interesting and 
even wonderful. 

in telling of the days when she 
was about 6 or 7 years of age, Mrs. 
Withers once said that the streets 
were then but trails through the 
woods, and the land that now holds 
the largest office buildings was but 
pasture land, with no house upon it.

STATEMENT ISSUED . 
AS “FINAL WORD” 


“Issue Has Been Made, 
and If It Must Be Set- 
tled Upon Field of In- 
dustrial Battle, Responsi- 
bility Rests on Coal Bar- 
ons Alone,’ Say Miners. 


Indianapolis, Ind., October 29.—~ 
After pronouncing a atrike 
bituminous coal miners inevitable, 
and blaming the operators for forc- 
ing a walkout, that may involve 
half a million men directly, the con- 
ference here of officials of the 
United Mine Workers of America 
wound up its business tonight and 
dissolved. District presidents and 
members of the scale committee left 
for their homes to direct the locals 
in the strike, which isito become ef- 
fective at midnight Friday. 

Onty a new wage agreement to re- 
place the one which they claim ex- 
pired with the war emergency, 
wished by the union, its leaders 
emphasizing that a call from the 
mine owners for a joint meeting 
will find the organization ready to 
negotiate on any or all of the de- 
mands formulated at the Cleveland 
convention of the union. 

These and other points in 
union’s position were set forth 
statement prepared by a committee 
of the conference and adopted by 
unanimous vote. The statement was 
characterized as the “final word" 
from union forces, and John I, 
Lewis, acting president, and other 
officials referred questioners to the 
statement as embodying everything 
that could be said and as answering 
all rumors as to motives actuating 
the union. . 

Combats Claim. 

The statement brought out 
no communication had been 
ceived from the national administra- 
tion, and that the union had knowl- 
edge of President Wilson's attitude 
toward the strike only through 
newspaper accounts. It combatted 
the president's claim that the strike 
was illegal by asserting that the 
right to strike or quit work had been

One decision of the government 
conference on coal late today was 
to recommend to the president the 
re-establishment of maximum prices

coal merchants and operators. They 
said tonight that much coal from

Some 
of the government’s keenest critics 
are among the supporters of the 
coalition, including such’ staunch 
unionists as Sir Edward Carson and 
Lord Robert Cecil. 

The program called for the intro- 
duction this afternoon by Austin 
Chamberlain, chancellors of the ex- 
chequer, of the official resolution 
drafted by the cabinet at Monday’s 
meeting. The motion declares “that 
this house, realizing the serious ef- 
fects upon the trade and industry 
of the nation of the enormous fi- 
nancial burdens resulting from the 
war, Promises its hearty support to 
the government in all reasonable 
proposals, however drastic, for the 
reduction of expenditure and the 
diminution of the debt.” 

This is counted as equivalent to 
a demand for a vote of confidence. 
Donald MacLean, for the indepen- 
dent liberals, and W. C. Adamson, 
for the labor party, have tabled 
amendments which are virtually 
equivalent to votes of censure. 

It is expected the debate will 
occupy the remainder of the parlia- 
mentary week, Both Premier Lloyd- 
George and Mr. Bonar Law, the 
sovernment leader, will speak in 
Winston

“With this situation existing, 
the convention of United Mine 
Workers at Cleveland last Sep- 
tember decided to annul all wage 
contracts on November 1 and 
took the unprecedented step of 
deciding in advance of any op- 
portunity for consultation either 
with the government or with the 
coal operators, to strike on No- 
vember 1, unless satisfactory 
new arrangeemnts”' should be 
made. 

Without Consent of Workers. 

“Without any expression from 
the workers’ themselves, the 
organization promulgated a de- 
mand for a 60 per cent increase 
in wages, a six-hour day and a 
five-day week, and authorized 
a strike to be effective Novem- 
ber 1, before the demands were 
even presented to the operators. 
The demand for a new wage 
agreement coveréd only a part 
of the coal fields, but the strike 
order was sent broadcast to 
workers in other fields where 
operators had been given no 
opportunity to even consider de- 
mands for increased wages or 
decreased hours. All this has 
been done while the .miners in 
every field, through their right 
of collective bargaining had en- 
tered into a solemn contract 
with the operators, fixing wages 
and hours for a definite period 
which has not yet expired. The 
operators, upon the insistence of 
the president, indicated their 
willingness to negotiate and ar- 
bitrate, providing the strike is 
deferred, while the miners re- 
jected the president’s request 
for arbitration as a means of 
settlement and refused to defer 
the strike, 

“Some of the wage contracts 
were made with the sanction of 
the fedgral government, operat- 
ing through the fuel administra- 
tion, to run during the contin- 
uation of the war or until April 
1, 1920. Many others, however, 
run until a time still in the fu- 
ture without regard for the con- 
tinuation of the war. 

War Not Ended. 

“While it is perfectly plain 
that the war is still on and any 
contract running until its con- 
clusion is still in force, what- 
ever weight may be given to the 
argument that the successful 
operation -of the war no longer 
requires such contracts, it has 
no application whatever to the 
large number of such contracts 
which expire at a fixed date 
without regard for the war pe- 
riod. The armistice did not end 
the war and the courts in many 
cases have held that the war 
emergency statutes are still in 
force; the same rule must apply 
to war emergency contracts. The 
congress has held to this po- 
Sition so late as October 22, 
when an act of congress was 
approved, making even more ef- 
fective the food and fuel control 
act. 

“The suspension of the restric- 
tions as to the price of coal is 
not necessarily permanent and 
conditions warrant a renewal of 
these restrictions at this time; 
and yet the government if it 
reinstates the order fixing a 
maximum price would be abso- 
lutely helpless to protect the 
people against exorbitant prices 
of the product if the contracts

It will deprive un- 
numbered thousands of men who 
are making no complaint about 
their employment 6f their right 
to earn a livelihood for them- 
selves and their families: will 
put cities in darkness, and, if 
continued only for a few days, 
will bring cold and hunger to 
millions of our people; if con- 
tinued for a month, it will leave 
death and starvation in its wake. 
It would be a more deadly at- 
tack upon the life of the na- 
tion than an invading army. 

enacting the food and 
fuel control act, congress has 
recognized the vital import- 
ance in the present circum- 
stances of maintaining procuc- 
tion and distribution of the nec- 
essaries of life and has made 
it unlawful for any concerted

Duty to Enforce Law.

Goes to Washington for Con- 
fevence on Enforcement 
of Prohibition. 


D. J. Gantt, United States revenue 
agent, has been ordered to Wash- 
ington for a conference concerning 
the enforcement of the national pro- 
hibition law, which has been placed 
in Mr. Gantt’s department. He 
leaves Sunday for the capital, and 
expects to be in Washington for two 
weeks on committee work relative 
to prohibition enforcement. 

The state officials will still re- 
ceive the co-operation of the fed- 
eral authorities in the enforcement 
of the law, said Mr. Gantt on 
Wednesday, pending the appoint- 
ment of an independent bureau that 
will be organized for enforcement 
under the provisions of the new act. 

Not much change in conditions in 
Georgia is anticipated during the 
possible brief lifting of the war- 
time act upen the ratification of 
the peace treaty before the effec- 
tiveness of the eighteenth amend- 
ment begins on February 1. 

The fact that most of tae whiskey 
soid in Georgia is of the moon- 
Shine variety, and because of the 
fact that there are no open saloons 
in the state, no activity is expected 
during the interim of lack of na- 
tional prohibition other than the 
probable renewed efforts of the 
bootleggers, who are _ punishable 
under the gevenue laws.

New York, October 29.—An inves- 
tigation of the bank accounts of 
John D. Ryan, formerly director of 
aircraft production, is being made 
in behalf of the congressional sub- 
committee which is investigating 
war expenditures for aviation. 

This was revealed by Mr. Ryan 
today in testifying before the com- 
mittee here, and the committee ad- 
mitted it. An accountant for the in- 
vestigators is making a transcript 
of Mr. Ryan’s accounts with the 
Boston banking firm of Hayden, 
Stone & Co. 

Mr. Ryan told the committee he 
was perfectly willing that they 
should know of this account, or 
any other of his private funds. 

The purpose of the examination of 
Mr. Ryan’s funds, as indicated by 
questions of the cdmmittee today, 
is to learn whether Mr. Ryan as- 
sisted in financing the Siems, Carey 
and Kerbaugh corporation of New 
York in its contracts with the gov- 
ernment for logging spruce in the 
State of Washington and building 
a 3S-mile railroad from Lake Pleas- 
ant to Crescent Lake, in the Olym- 
pian peninsula. This road connects 
with the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul, of which Mr. Ryan is a 
director. 

Mr. Ryan admitted that some 
months after the contract was sign- 
ed he learned, he testified, that 
Hayden, Stone & Co. had loaned the 
contractors some securities. 

Mr. Ryan critictsed the commit- 
tee at the outset of the hearing, say- 
ing that making him testify in New 
York when his records were in 
Washington was unfair and that it 
was “an outrageous and scandal- 
ous abuse of the congressional priv- 
ilege to send any such telegram, im- 
pugning the motiyes of men who 
were doing their Past to win the 
war.”

Manufacturers of Candy, 
Soft Drinks, Etc., to Be 


Limited in Sugar Allow- 


ance, Says Herbert 
Hoover. 


Washington, October 29.—Ration- 
ing of sugar to manufacturers of 
candy, soft drinks and the like 
soon is to be suggested by the sugar 
equalization board, a house war in- 
vestigating committee was told to- 
day by Herbert Hoover, former fed- 
eral food administrator. This step 
by the board, Mr. Hoover said, re- 
sulted from the fact that “raw 
sugar has risen beyond the point 
where it cannot be bought advanta- 
geosuly for the housewife.” 


Ottawa, Ont., October 29.—All 
contracts for the shipment of sugar 
to the United States were cancelled 
today by the Canadian trade com- 
mission and no more licenses for 
such exportations will be issued. 
The export of sugar at’ border 
points which has been permitted 
to some extent also has_ been 
stopped. 

Mr. Hoover appeared before the 
committee in,connection with an 
inquiry into’the sale of 22,000,$00 
pounds of army sugar to France. 

“Sugar consumption in the Unit- 
ed States has increased apparently 
because the country has gone ‘dry,’” 
said Mr. Hoover. “The present con- 
sumption of 93 pounds per capita a 
year is the greatest in the history 
of the country,” he said, “last year’s 
consumption being 73 pounds, the 
previous high consumption 84.” 

“The shortage is not large,” he 
continued. “The equalization board 
has stated that for November and 
December the supply will be larger 
than in past years, but the increased 
consumption leaves a minor short- 
age. To meet all demands we will 
have to get more than half of the 
Cuban crop.” 

New York, October 29.—Recom- 
mendation that some department of 
the United States government be 
given “absolute power to ration 
candy and sweet drink manufactur- 
ers” was made today by George A. 
Zabriskie, president of the United 
States sugar equalization board, in 
a letter to Attorney General A. 
Mitchell Palmer. 

“The government 
two alternative sugar policies,” 
said Mr. Zabriskie. “One involves 
the continuance of absolute control 
by the entry into an agreement with 
European government for the 
joint purchase of the dominant 
Cuban crop and the allocation of 
the remainder to certain povern- 
ments as was done last year. 

“The other method is to cease all 
governmental control of sugar and 
permit the establishment of free 
trade. This might result in a large 
price increase, at least temporarily, 
as there is undoubtedly a large 
amount of speculation and even 
hoarding in process, all in anticipa- 
tion of further rises.”

Washington, October 29.—The 
suggestion of the Public Ledger fo: 
standardization of ransoms to be 
paid for the release of American 
citizens corralled in Mexico found 
instant favor today among many 
senators, but there was some dis- 
agreement as to just how this pro- 
inclined to the view that the plan 
would be difficult of fulfillment. 

Senator Fall, of New Mexico, 
chairman of the senate sub-com- 
mittee which has been investigating 
American relations with Mexico, was 
inclined to the view that plan would 
be difficult of fulfillment. 

“The chief trouble, as I see it,” 
the senator said, “would be in get- 
ting the ransom money to the 
proper bandits. There might be 
very many chances of its falling 
into the hands of other bandits, who 
were not entitled to it. Of course, 
we might get around that by send- 
ing an army into Mexico with the 
ransOm money to insure its deliv- 
ery to the bandit entitled to it. We 
would have to send a strong force 
so that it could withstand the at- 
tempts by other bandits to take it. 
It would not be right to have ran- 
som intended for Carranzistas fall 
into other hands.” 

Hard to Fix Scale. 

On the subject of standardization 
itself, Senator Fall said he believed 
it would be difficult to fix an arbi- 
trary scale. He pointed out that in 
the past the Wilson administration 
had neglected to negotiate for the 
ransom of many Americans and che 
result had been the loss of many 
American lives. When the sena- 
tor’s attention was directed to the 
fact that the policy of ransoming 
American citizens was of compara- 
tively recent birth, and had been 
sanctioned officially only wien two 
American aviators were captured, 
he insisted that the administration 
should distribute ransoms without 
regard to the political faith of the 
captured Americans. 

“The difficulty in fixing a scale 
of prices to be paid for the release 
of Americans in Mexico,” said Sen- 
ator Fall, “lies in the fact that the 
market value of ‘some Americans is 
nil. For instance, the only ‘mar- 
ketable Americans’ up to date have 
been those who were employees of 
the administration. Just plain citi- 
zens engaged in lawful business in 
Mexico and relying upon the United 
States for protection of life and 
property have possessed no market- 
able value. We have done nothing 
to ransom them and their lives

Would Accommodate Bandits. 


“It would be accommodating to 
the bandits and not unsatisfactory 
to the administration, of which the 
policy has been to maintain amica- 
ble relations with other powers 
through the surrender of American 
rights,”’ Senator McCormick said.

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A Talk on ‘Stymies. 


Whether stymies are good golf is 
a much debated question, but since 
stymies are played in national 
events they must enter into the 
calculations of a golfer. 

Stymies offer a difficult and an- 
noying question to every piayer of 
golf and I find it hard to make 
many suggestions with which «x- 
perienced players at least ale not 
familiar. I believe I can, however, 
give some information on this sub- 
ject of interest to experienced play- 
ers and very helpful to beginn2rs. 
In a previous article on putt'ng we 
suggested the value of the cut stroke 
which gives a curve to a ball and 
allows a player to go around a 
stymie. To execute this cut stroke 
Vardon, who does it well, turns 
the face of the putter slightly out- 
ward—that is, away from the hole. 
The face of the club is kept at this 
angle clear through the strike and 
the moment the club face comes in 
contact with the ball you draw the 
club sharply across the ball. All 
golfers have played basehall some- 
time or other in their tives and 
they understand giving the simple 
curves to a baseball such as an in- 
curve and an outcurve. This same 
spinning motion which you Jsed to 
give to a baseball will. if tmparted 
to a golf ball as described above, 
produce the same kind of curves. 
And let me say here that this con- 
trol of the curve in golf is Valua- 
ble not only in stymies out to avoid 
a bad piece of the green, which, if 
played otherwise, the ball would 
have to pass over. There is even 
greater use for the curve ball in 
putting on sloping greens. The play- 


ing of this shot 1 expisined in 
previous article. 

In my recent match with Quimet 
at Pittsburg, Francis stymied me a 
number of times. One stymie he 
laid me on the fifth green was aver- 
aged up by a bit of luck for’ me. 
There was achip of the green which 
had been thrown up by a spinning 
ball just to the right of the line 
into the hole. I started to brush it 
out of the way and then thoughr 
that it would be large enough to de- 
flect my ball towards the hole if 1 
could hit it properly. 1 played ‘this 
shot and won the hoie. This. re- 
minds me of an old trick of golfers 
who used to take their cleek-puts® 
ters and rough up the blades of 
grass around the cup, when stymied. 
Then they would play up against 
these stiff, upstanding blades which 
would resist the ball enough to 
throw it back on the line or into 
the hole. 

In playing stymies one should 
recognize the simple fact that some 
stymies can be played successfully 
and some cannot. When a stymie 
is absolutely impossjble it is oor 
judgment to attempt to play it ex- 
cepting in a situation where a 
miracle is necessary to win. 

The danger of giving even this 
guarded advice is the fact, as I have 
seen so often on the links,* miany 
players are so determined to win 
the hole in a tight situation ‘hat 
they disregard the situation as it 
lays before them and attempt to 
do what is absolutely ‘mpussible. 
The result of this is that they al- 
most certainly lose the hole at the 
finish instead of halving it. Or 
they may sink their oppunent’s pel! 
or even find themselves facing an-

other stymie. It is in situations like 
this that golfing temperament 
which we talked of in the previous 
articles is of such a great value to 
a player. 

When a player doesn't fee! con- 
fident that he can curve his ball 
around the stymie a common ineth- 
od of solving the difficulty is by 
lofting your ball right over vour 
opponent’s. Whether this can be 
done or not depends upon .ow near 
the other ball is to the hole and 
also how far the balls are apart. Of 
course, in playing your -ball over 
your opponent you must abandon 
your putter and play with a ciub 
that gives plenty of rise, such as a 
well lofted mashie. The = _ strike 
should be short and snappy ind is 
almost wholly a wrist stroke. Still 
another method is by giving your 
golf ball the follow-through and 
thus knocking your opponent's hall 
over the hole while your own fol- 
lows and drops in. 

The follow through is usially 
played by hitting the ball just above 
the center and aim squarely at the 
other ball. Sufficient force sh’ ' 
be used to get twice the distance 
ordinarily required. All of these three 
methods must be made with dect- 
sion and confidence. If the shor 
looks riskv by any of these ~--eth- 
ods then it is a question of judge- 
ment. It may be better to plav 
safe and accept a half than to take 
the chance of sinking your oppo- 
nent’s ball.

Premier Clemenceau’s' refusal to 
stand as a candidate for the cham- 
ber of deputies, is regarded as con- 
clusive evidence of his unswerving 
determination to retire from politi- 
cal life immediately after the elec- 
tions. There has been much in- 
credulity expressed concerning the 
Sincerity of the premier’s decision 
to retire. His political foes were 
earnestly desirous and his friends |; 
were alarmed both refusing to be- 
lieve the announcement as official 
until it was confirmed yesterday. 
The political opponents of 
premier had caused:a rumor to 
widely circulated throughout the 
electioneering campaign that M. 
Clemenceau’s ambition was toward 
the presidency of the French repub- 
| lic despite the premier’s repeated 
refusals to allow his name to be put 
forward by his friends. A few days 
ago the premier told friends that he 
desired to travel in Egypt during 
the coming winter. 

“I don’t wish to die without see-

In a statement isshed tonight the 
board claims it has saved the 
American people a possible $256,- 
000,000 in the year ended July 15, 
1919. In addition the board will 
turn Over to the treasury $30,000,- 
000 made from its margin of 38% 
cents per hundred pounds on Cuban 
Sugars, Which sum would have gone 
to refiners or Cuban producers, or 
would have been lost between pro- 
ducer and retailer.

RAILWAYS WILL SEIZE

Director General. Hines 
Issues Statement — Pri- 
ority Rules in Force 
During the War Will Be 
Revived. 


Washington, October 30.— The 
government put on its fighiine 
clothes today to meet the coal strike 
due to start Saturday. 

While order after order popped 
out with startling war-time swift- 
ness, the long arm of the law 
reached out to protect the public 
and those miners willing-to remain 
at work in the face of union com- 
mands to quit. 

Most drastic of all moves during 
the day was the order of the rail® 
road administration for seizure 
coal in transit for roads requiring 
it, with rationing of stocks on hand 
to essential industries. 

So far as the government is able 
to prevent, there will be no prof 
iteering while the grim specter of 
winter, with coal bins dangerousiy 
low or bare, looms big and close 
at hand. Almost the first step to- 
day was drafting an order fixing 
a maximum price for all grades of 
coal. Re-establishment of the privur- 
ities list will put coal where it is 
most needed, and if it comes to thar 
the government will curtail con- 
sumption. 

Propped in Bed, Wilson Acts. 

Breuxing down the barriers which 
had kept members of the cabinet 
away from his sick room, President 
Wilson took a hand in the fight to- 
day and personally approved every 
detail in the general plan of deal- 
ing with conditions likely to arise 
with theh walkout of the soft coal 
miners. For twenty minutes the 
president, propped up in bed, went 
over with Attorney General Palmer 
the various steps, heard what or- 
ders had been issued and was put in 
intimate touch with all arrange- 
ments. The president, it was said, 
was especially gratified to learn of 
protective measures, both for the 
homes and the mines. 

The coal strike took precedence 
over the peace treaty in the senate, 
which for four hours debated and 
then adopted a resolution pledging 
its support to the government in 
maintaining order during the pres- 
ent industrial emergency.

“The president of the peace con- 
ference has been requested by the

and associated powers in regard’ to 
economic pressure which is to‘ he 
exerted on bolshevist Russia. : 

he German government ° is 
asked to take measures similar 
those indicated. 


All Governments Menaced | 


“The avowed hostility of 
bolshevists toward all governments 
and their international’ program 
revolution which.they Are spread- 
ing abroad constitute grave danger 
for the national .’sécurity of all 
powers. Every increase of strength 
of the \bolshevists would increase 
the ‘danger and would be contrary 
io the desire of all peoples who are 
seeking to re-establish peace and 
social order. 

“It, is in this spirit that the al- 
lied» and associated governments 
after studying the commercial re- 
lations with bolshevist Russian find 
these relations indeed could only be 
effected through the agency ‘of the 
chiefs of the  bolshevist govern- 
ment who, disposing at will ‘of the 
prodtcts and resources which com- 
mercial liberty would bring: them 
would thereby achieve considerable 
increase in their tyrannical strength 
which they are exercising over the 
Russian populations. 

“Under thesé éonditions the al- 
lied and associated governments’ re- 
quest the Swedish, Norwegian, Dan- 
ish, Finnish, Spanish, Swiss, Mexi- 
can, Chilean, Argentinian, Colome' 
bian’and Venezuelan governments 
te bé good enough to make an 
mediate agreement with them = in 
measures to prevent their nationals 
from engaging in any commerce 
with bolshevist Russia and to assure 
that this policy will be rigurously 
executed. 

“To Refuse Clearance 

“To refuse clearance papers to 
every ship going to Russian ports 
in the hands of bolshevists or com- 
ing from said ports.
